STENNIS URGES FULL 
COMPENSATION FOR 
LAND ACQUIRED 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Sena 
tor John Stennis today strongly 
urged that "full and just com- 
pensation" be paid for land ac- 
quired by the Federal govern- 
ment fpr its proposed missile 
test facility in Hancock and Pearl 
River counties. 

In a personal conference with 
top officials in Washington, Sten- 
nis, a member of the Senate Aero- 
nautical and Space Science Com- 
mittee, emphasized two points — 
fair pay and a speed-up in ap- 
praisals. 

“I urge that great care be ex- 
ercised," Stennis said "to assure 
that owners of property in two 
counties be paid in full, adequate 
and just consideration in all set- 
tlements." 

Stennis also urged officials “to 
speed up appraisals and settle- 
ments” so that landowners and 
homeowners can make other ar- 
rangements for new places to live. 

Stennis said about 100 families 
reside in the 13,500-acre fee 
area for the missile test site. He 
said another 750 residences and 
other buildings in the 128,000 
buffer zone must also be vacated, 
including churches, clubs and 
business establishments. 

Stennis said he has received “a 
number of reports from individ- 
uals involved in the missile site 
expressing that some appraisals 
and reported settlements are un- 
fair and not just compensation 
for the property being taken." 

Stennis said the Federal govern- 
ment "owes these landowners an 
obligation to do everything rea- 


sonably possible to minimize the!’ 


hardship and inconvenience. in- 
volved in making the change of 
residence and adjustment."

HIGHWAY COMMISSION 
TO AID FAMILIES IN 
MISSILE TEST AREA 


The State Highway Commission 
has ordered special consideration 
for families moving homes from 
the giant new missile testing cen- 
ter in Hancock and Pearl River 
Counties, according to John D. 
Smith, Commissioner for the 
Southern District. 

The movement of over-width 
and over-weight loads over state 
highways is strictly regulated by 
the Commission. Many of the 
homes to be moved out of the 
116,650-acre test site exceed nor- 
mal limits in size, and distance to 
be-.traveled over the highways. 

The Commission noted that the 
location on the Mississippi test fa- 
cility has displaced numerous 
families and made it necessary to 
move their homes to a new loca- 
tion in order to provide them 
reasonably continuous and econom- 
ical housing;” and that, “construc- 
tion of the facility is in the inter- 
est of the National Defense and 
the future welfare of the State of 
Mississippi.” 

It ordered the engineer of main- 
tenance, V. W. Guy, “to exercise 
every possible effort to cooperate 
in the movement of the houses 
of persons displaced due to the 
construction of the Mississippi 
Test Facility.” 

It has been estimated that as 
many as 400 homes will be mov- 
ed from the test site location.
